New Fibres. 





New fibres from various sources are from 
time to time claiming the attention of manu- 
facturers, either for the manufacture of textile 
fabrics or ropes or for paper-making purposes; 
seme of them being so highly valued as substi- 
tutes for the well-known flax, hemp or cotton as 
to usurp their titles, like the ‘‘ Manilla hemp” 
and ‘“‘New Zealand flax,” neither of which is 
really either flax or hemp. Twonew candidates 
for commercial use have lately been found in 
unlooked-for quarters. One is the down found in 
the seed pods of the Asclepias Syriaca—a beauti- 
ful tall-growing plant common in Canada, where 
its delicious perfume, as it grows wild among 
the woods, has excited the admiration of tra- 
velers, its purple flowers appearing to become 
especially odoriferous as evening advances. 
The French residents of Canada have long 
made use of the tender shoots of the plant 
in spring by cooking them and eating them like 
asparagus. Having been long since transplanted 
into France the plant grows wild in some parts 
of the country, and it has lately been discovered 
by the good people of Dijon that, besides 
making a good vegetable out of the young 
shoots, they can turn the cotton-like substance in 
the seed pods to good acc.-unt by making threads, 
nets and coarse cloths and stuffing for pillows, 
&c., therefrom. The other fibre referred to is 
obtained from the stem of the honey-lotus 
(Melilotus alba). This plant is occasionally 
cultivated, but is little known, and has few, if 
any, striking features. Its flowers are a favorite 
resort for bees, its name implying the possession 
of considerable stores of honey-producing nectar. 
The leaves and young shoots make very good 
forage for cattle and horses; but if allowed to 
grow to maturity the stems develope a strong 
fibre of considerable length, which is separated 
by maceration. These fibres can be made into 
ropes and textile fabrics, having much greater 
tenacity and power of resistance than those of 
the Asclepias, which will probably find its chief 
use in the manufacture of paper or for stuffing 
beds, &c. An advantage which both these 
plants canclaim over either flax or hemp is the 
fact that while the latter require a rich soil, the 
former will grow in a dry and comparatively 
poor soil.—London Glote,

Another Fibre. 








Attention has lately been drawn to the merits 
of Molinia cerulea, as being a specially-valuable 
substitute for various other vegetable substances 
in the manufacture of paper. The fibres of the 
plant possess an unusual degree of tenacity, and 
contain, proportionately, but a small degree of 
silica. It is widely spread throughout the whole 
of Europe—in marshes and damp situations—so 
that the supply is practically unlimited. Ex- 
periments are said to have shown that, when 
thoroughly dried and freed from all foreign 
matter, the Molinia crulea is quite as suitable 
for paper-making as either Phormium tenax or 
many other fibrous plants.

Improvement in Paper-Pulp Washers. 





The drawings illustrate an improvement in 
paper-pulp washers. Fig. | isa central longitu- 
dinal section through the machine. Fig. 2 is a 
cross section on line x w of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is an 
end elevation of the discharge opening at the 
end of the machine. In general principle the 
device is similar to others of its class, consisting 
of a cylinder armed with buckets, which raise 
the water and discharge it through the end. A 
Aare the two ends of the cylinder. B BB are 
the buckets, of which any desired number may 
be used, preferably about sixteen. These buck- 
ets are clamped between the heads, which are 
grooved out to receive the ends. The cylinder 
rests on a shaft, C, having its bearings in suit- 
able standards or supports D D, and it rests in 
the engine horizontally, so that when it is re- 
volved the buckets will dip up the water and 
discharge it inside, whence the water escapes 
through the discharge opening in the end of the 
cylinder. The exterior of the cylinder is cov- 
ered with wire cloth E, which prevents the pas- 
sage of the pulp to the inside. GGG are thin 
slats set into the heads between the buckets B 
B, and resting flush with the buckets. They 
stand inclined in the direction of motion, and 
rest at such an angle as to cut the water and 
facilitate its entrance into the buckets. 

Two or more thicker slats or stays may be 
used on opposite sides of the cylinder for tack- 
ing the wire cloth to, and the edges of the slats 
G G and the buckets B B are so beveled that the 
wire cloth has a full bearing on said edges all 
the way around, H isa central core or body, 
extending from head to head through the cylin- 


nn 


der, and made of conical form, smallest at the 
discharge end of the cylinder. It is closed on all 
sides, so that the water drawn in by the buckets 
will run down the outside of the core to the dis- 
charge outlet at the end of the cylinder. The 
core may be made of any desired form in cross- 
section, but preferably polygonal, as shown in 
Fig. 2. It is madea fixture with the cylinder 
and revolves with it. 

Partitions or diaphragms I I extend outward 
radially from the several angles of the core, and 
join the inner edges of the buckets, thereby 
forming as many separate channels or water- 
ways aa asthere are angles. Each of these 
channels discharges its own water inde- 
pendently of the others, and is not im- 
peded by the same. In the drawing the 
partitions are shown as engaging with 
every alternate bucket. K is a collar or 
rim projecting §utward from the out- 
side of the headfAt the discharge end of 
the machine, and inclosing the discharge- 
opening. It is made flaring, being widest 
at the outer end, so that its bottom will 
form an incline for the water to run 
down, as shown in Fig. 1. Within this 
collar are a set of wings, b b, set spirally 
or inclined in such a direction as to draw 
or force the water from the interior of 
the cylinder outward as the cylinder re- 
volves, thereby having a tendency to pro- 
duce an exhaust in the cylinder and facili- 
tating the discharge. The inner closed 
end of the core H is of smaller diameter than 
the discharge-opening, as shown in Fig. 1, there- 
by leaving sufficient space for the passage of the 
water. The hubc of the collar and the cap j at 
the opposite end of the cylinder are keyed to the 
shaft, which passes through, so that the cylinder 
revolves with the shaft. The shaft is driven by 
any convenient gearing or banding. L is a dis- 
charge-spout, arranged over the eater end of the 
collar K for the purpose of directing the water 
downward. 


The rationale of its action may be thus ex- 
plained: Chlorozone being a compound of soda 
and a loose chloric acid, with an excess of caus- 
tic soda in the solution, when the cloth is put 
into the bath the chloric acid is broken up, the 
oxygen combining with the hydrogen of the 
coloring matter to form water, while the liber- 
ated atom of chlorine is taken up by the free 
caustic soda, and forms chloride of sodium, or 
common salt, setting free in its turn another 
atom of the hydrogen in the coloring matter. 
These compounds all being soluble, are held in 
solution in excess of the water present. The 
oxygen set free being in a nascent condition 
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(ozone), is one of the most powerful bleach- 
ing agents known.

The American Straw Board Manufact- 
urers’ Association. 








The American Straw Board Manufacturers’ 
Association met at the Grand Central Hotel in 
this city, on Wednesday last, pursuant to ad- 
journment. The meeting was very largely at- 
tended, and nearly every mill was represented.

the deepest at the discharge end, so that the ten- 
dency of the water in being raised is to run rap- | 


idly down the buckets. On the inner edges of 
the discharge ends of the buckets are also 
formed long notches or depressions d dd. These 
notches allow a ready escape of the water over 
the buckets at that point, and prevent the dam- 
ming up and consequent overflow that would 
otherwise occur from the rapid running down of 
the water through the inclined buckets. A 
false head might be placed inside the buckets, 
leaving a space between it and the outer head, if 
desired. 

The object of this invention is to produce a 
more rapid flow of the water outward than in 
ordinary cylinders of the kind. Tothis end the 
buckets are inclined, as described. The inner 
ends are notched, the spaces around the core, 
between it and the buckets, are formed into 
separate and independent channels to produce 
distinct currents of water, and an exhaust de- 
vice is provided at the outlet, which draws the 
water outward by positive action; in which 
particulars this device is said to differ from 
those in common use and well known. 

A New Bleaching Process. 





A aew process of bleaching by means of nas- 
cent oxygen (ozone), which promises to effect 
great changes, especially in the employment of 
chloride of lime, has been discovered by a French 
chemist, M. Dienheim Brochocki, of Paris. In 
bleaching with chlorine in the ordinary manner 
the material to be treated is brought into direct 
contact with the bleaching agent, whether it 
consists of dry chlorine gas, or of an aqueous 
solution of hypochlorite of lime. In the former 
process the chlorine destroys the coloring matter 
by combining with its hydrogen, forming hydro- 
chloric acid, which, as fast as it is formed, acts 
destructively upon the ligneous matter, and the 
mass cannot be entirely bleached without being 
destroyed to a great extent. : 

In the other case the hypochlorous acid of the 
chloride of lime is tuc intimately combined with 
its base to have any great tendency to combine 
with the hydrogen of the coloring matter, and 
it is only by the addition of an acid, which dis- 
places it from its base, that it is rendered active. 
The result is a loss in hypochlorous acid which 
escapes from the mass, an immediate injurious 
effect upon the fibre caused by the acid added, 
and a more or less slow destructive action due 
to the lime, which becomes incrusted in the pores 
of the fibres in the form of insoluble salts, in- 
capable of being entirely removed by washing. 
A new compound, ‘‘chlorozone,” it is claimed, 
obviates these objections. The chlorozone may 
be acid or alkaline, liquid or solid. It is in 
either case obtained in the cold by saturat- 
ing a caustic alkaline lye by a current of 
hypochlorous acid in conjunction with a cur- 
rent of air.

taken was unanimous. The principal object of 
the meeting was to take into consideration the 
low scale of prices of steam-dried boards, and to 
advance their price. This was consummated at 
the close of the first day’s session, a resolution 
being adopted to add $10 per ton to the present 
quoted prices. The price for lining these boards 
heretofore has been one cent. per sheet, less 15 
per cent., to consumers, with 10 per cent. addi- 
tional to dealers, The price to the consumer 
was advanced 15 per cent. by doing away with 
the former discount, and allowing the dealer the 





same rate as before. A discount of 5 per cent. 
was formerly allowed on lots of fifty tons and 
upwards; this has also been done away with, 
and hereafter no discount will be given on ac 
count of quantity. The revised prices, as they 
should stand in accordance with the advance, 
are as follows: No. 1 steam dried, $60 per ton; 
No. 2 steam dried, $57.50 per ton; No, 3 steam 
dried, $55 per ton. Although this association 
does not claim to regulate the prices of air-dried 
boards, yet its action will affect the price con- 
siderably. There is said to be quite a scarcity of 
air-dried boards in the market—the season of the 
year for their manufacture being over and large 
quantities have been bought up on speculation 
for an advance next spring. After the transac- 
tion of some routine business to the trade, the 
convention adjourned, to meet at Lake George, 
on June 2, 1880.

British Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]

Trade is still very brisk and continues to im- 
prove. Prices are evidently tending upwards. 
I have several advices from various parts of the 
country, and all confirm the fact that activity is 
prevailing. 

There is no doubt but what raw materials 
have risen so steadily as to seriously affect 
some paper-makers. Paper has not risen 
in proportion, and makers naturally feel 
a little queer at seeing materials going up 
and paper at a standstill. But a time will 
come when paper will be made to give a 
decent reward to the capitalist. 

The white papers, best writings, and all 
5 good papers are feeling the pinch, as they 
have not risen yet, while all classes of 
rags are still getting firmer. The white 
printings have made a move of about 
14d. per pound, and not 1d., as my en- 
thusiastic friend prophesied the other day. 

Browns are decidedly worst off of all 
papers. The materials have risen and 
there is scarcely any hope of paper being 
able to correspond. People have an 
idea that brown paper is worth noth- 
ing. Indeed, all wrapping papers are some- 
what scornfully treated by buyers, who forget 
that brown papers have to be manufactured in 
mills, from materials, both of which absolute 
necessities involve a certain amount of capital. 


My Scotch correspondent writes me thus : 
“During the last fortnight the paper-makers 
have almost without exception been extremely 


busy, and many large orders wore declinelex . 


cept at an advance in price. 

“A general meeting of the trade was held on 
the 12th to secure, if possible, united action in 
raising prices. Several makers, however, warned 
by the experience of former years, refused to 
pledge themselves to anything, and the meeting 
separated without any definite result, to meet 
again on the 19th, when another attempt was 
made to secure unanimity, but with no result. 

‘* Many, however, of the makers have indepen- 
dently sent out their circulars announcing an 
advance of a farthing per pound, and have even 
booked orders at this, although, of course, in the 
first instance there has been a falling off in de- 
mand. 

‘“*The brown makers are suffering in their turn 
from an advance in the price of their material, 
and they need even more than their brethren in 
the white trade the advance they are endeavor- 
ing to establish. 

‘*Tt may be safely predicted that the prices of 
paper next year will be much higher than for 
many years past, if the present improvement in 
the trade of the country continues.” 

Another correspondent says: ‘‘I am glad to 
inform you that things are looking up. There 
is quite a panic among paper-makers in Scotland 
for material, on account of the probable fall off 


in esparto and the American demand, which is | 


bound to send up rags to a very high price. I 
may say fora fact that middle classes of rags 
have risen 2s. per cwt. within the last fortnight.” 

The dealers in Glasgow are all foresold. They 
have sold their rags and bagging to go to your 
side. By the way, I would recommend your 
buyers to overhaul carefully what are known as 
Glasgow “cartridges” and blues—classes of 
rags peculiar to Glasgow. From what I hear I 
fancy some little ‘* business” is being done, and 
if your dealers will look into their bales on ar- 
rival they may find some things inside which 
may give them the “‘ blues”—in another sense. I 
believe ladies’ underclothing is a mysterious 
topic—or ought to be at all times. They wear 
something very curious, or else why shouldn’t 
we be allowed to talk aboutit. Once upon a 
time the subject might have been accompanied 
by a ‘** bustle.” However, ladies have what are 
termed ‘‘ bodices.” They wear them, I expect, 
to assist themselves in various movements of the 
body—perhaps when they are “in stays.” Any- 
how, these bodices are believed to be half linsey 
and half cotton, and perhaps if your dealers will 
look through their Scotch blues they may see 
one—just one. I give your dealers the hint be- 
cause this is, 1 am informed, being done, and 
middle men have to suffer. The shippers don’t 
do it. It is done by our dealers and men 
who supply dealers. Many of our dealers buy 
and ship direct without opening and sorting 
goods when they believe them to be right. I 
always expose these tricks whenever I hear of 
them. They are not fair and honest. 

I hear that the jute mills are all busy in Dun- 
dee. Jute is going up rapidly; so much so that 
many of the spinners are using their own waste 


and buying from other spinners to replace com- 
mon jute; therefore the better classes of jute 
wastes will be rather scarce. 

Foreign rags have risen at last—£2 per ton 
now since November 1. SPF F F's are very 
firm at £25 5s. at Hamburg; £25 10s. is asked 
and strenuously urged by sellers. All brands 
may be said to have risen 20s. per ton this week, 
some even more. I have received some other 
prices, which I give here below:

Holyoke Notes. 








(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Ho yoke, December 10, 1879. 

Berkshire County has furnished two promi- 
nent paper manufacturers this year to represent 
that section of the State in the political field, 
and, as I have already given you a short sketch 
of Captain Byron Weston’s life, the Lieutenant- 
Governor elect, I thought it was no more than 
fair that Senator elect Elizur Smith, of Lee, 
should be bonored in a like manner. Mr. Smith 
was born in Berkshire, at Sandisfield, on Janu- 
ary 5, 1814, and is, consequently, nearly sixty- 
eight years of age. His early life was spent ina 
manner common to the farmers’ boys of those 
days, working in the summer and attending 
school in the winter. At the age of eighteen he 
entered the employ of John Nye & Co., at Lee, 
who carried on a grocery store and managed a 
paper mill. In 1834 he bought of Ingersoll & 
Platner a half interest in their paper mill at 
Tyringham. The next year be purchased Mr. 
Ingersoll’s interest, and the firm was changed to 
Piatner & Smith. In 1855 Mr. Platner died, but 
the business was conducted by Mr. Smith, under 
the old firm name, until 1864, when the Smith 
Paper Company was organized, Mr. Smith as- 
sociating with himself his nephews De Witt 8. 
and Wellington Smith. The business has been 
largely increased since that time, and the com- 
pany now turns out weekly over one hundred 
tons of book, news and manilla papers. The 
company imports its own rags, and the product 
is sold to such consumers as the Harpers, James 
Gordon Bennett and others. The company also 
owns a pulp mill at Lenox Furnace. The elder 
Smith devotes most of his attention to bis farm 
of 600 acres. He is a great lover of horses and 
owns some very fine animals. In 1548 he repre- 
sented Lee in the State Legislature, and in 1878 
he was again honored in alike manner. This 
experience will be of great value to him in his 
present office of Senator. 

The new Springfield City Paper Company, or- 
ganized in this city, is getting settled in its new 
quarters. The headquarters will be in Birnie’s 
block on Main street, Springfield. The company 
will occupy the second and third floors for store 
room and ruling department, giving employ- 
ment to fifteen hands. The goods carried will 
consist principally of flats, tub and engine-sized 
and loft-dried papers. On linen goods the com- 
pany will use a water-mark of its own, called 
the ‘Holyoke Star Crescent.” The equipment 
will consist of three ruling machines, one under- 
cut trimming press, standing presses, stamping 
press and trimming knife. J. P. Franklin is 
agent and Alfred Birnie is treasurer of the new 
company. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company is to 
erect a building 400 feet long and four stories 


high in the spring. The object of this is to furn - 


ish the numerous small concerns which have ap- 
plied for room lately with power, This company 
has lately reduced the price of gas from $3 pe 

thousand feet to $2.75, with five per cent. dis- 
count if paid within five days of presentation of 
bill. 


The stockholders of the new Deane Steam 
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Pump Company have organized by the choice of 
the following officers: President, S. Holman, 
Treasurer, W. C. Simons; Clerk, C. P. Deane. 
Mr. Simons will act as manager. The ma- 
chinery, shafting, &c., are being put in, and the 
concern will soon be manufacturing pumps. 

John Dunbar, who has been with the Cheney 
Bigelow Wire Works, at Springfield, has trans- 
ferred to Buchanan, Bolt & Co., of this city, the 
right to manufacture his patent seamless wove 
dandy covers. Mr. Dunhar will oversee the 
manufacture of these goods. 

W. O. Wood, who was formerly employed by 
the Massasoit Paper Company, but who has re- 
cently been away to New Jersey, will resume 
his old position with the company, made vacant 
by Alfred Birnie’s resignation. 

The assets of the late firm of J.W. Arnold & Co. 
amount to $3,750 and the liabilities are $5,100. 

Henry Thomas, the lithographer, has removed 
his business from Bigelow street to the Seymour 
Cutlery Building, on Appleton street. 

James Blake, employed by the Crocker Manu- 
facturing Company, lost a thumb one day last 
week through the carelessness of a female em- 
ployee, who started up a cutting machine. 

William G. Twing, the gentlemanly book- 
keeper and paymaster of the Riverside Paper 
Company for several years past, has been ap- 
pointed cashier of the Holyoke National Bank, 
vice W. C. Simons, who has accepted the 
treasurer’s position with the Deane Steam Pump 
Company. 

R. M. Wilson, for many years the efficient 
supefintendent of the Beebe & Holbrook Paper 
Company’s mill, has resigned, to become mana- 
ger of the Collins Paper Company’s mill at Col- 
lins Depot. Mr. Wilson is succeeded by Mr. 
Dwight Bradburn, formerly of the Crocker 
Manufacturing Company and Valley Paper 
Company. Beebe & Holbrook are fortunate in 
securing the services of Mr. Bradburn, who is 
fully competent to fill the position. Mr. Wilson, 
the retiring superintendent, was surprised last 
week by a visit from his former employees. 
They left behind them as tokens of their good 
will a handsome French clock and an easy chair. 

There are many rumors of newspaper enter- 
prises afloat in this city. The News, which suc- 
ceeded the Independent Journal, is about to 
change bands, and it is said that Clark W. 
Bryan, of the Great Barrington Courier, is to 
start a paper here. Meanwhile the Transcript, 
which was founded in 1865, and has covered the 
local field to the satisfaction of all, keeps on in 
the even tenor of its way undisturbed by these 
rumors. It has lately donned an entire new 
dress, and the proprietor, William S. Loomis, 
has put in four new presses, one a large-sized 
Hoe, which is a pretty sure sign of prosperity. 

The City National Bank, which was founded 
here some two months ago, has deposits amount- 
ing to $140,000, and its stock is worth 105. 

Fire was discovered in the chemical depart- 
ment of the Connecticut Pulp Company’s mill, 
last Sunday evening, and that portion of the 
building was totally destroyed. The loss is about 
$1,500, which is fully covered by insurance. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. 

The United States Postal Card Factory is 
being run night and day, and its daily product 
is 1,700,000 cards. The working force has been 
more than doubled since the business was re- 
moved to this city last spring, and it will be still 
further increased. For the quarter ending Decem- 
ber 31 the product will be over 70,000,000 cards. 
Six tons of paper per day are required to manu- 
facture the cards. The contractors have begun 
printing the new universal cards, and the first 
order for 275,000 has already been shipped. 

The extension of the upper level canal is being 
pushed rapidly forward. A solid wall of ma- 
sonry 900 feet in length has been built nearly to 
Sargeant street and the contractors expect to 
finish it by the 20th, if the present favorable 
weather continues. A force of men is engaged 
upon the opposite bank excavating for the sec- 
ond wall and the work will be continued all 
winter, provided that the weather is pleasant. 
The Water Power Company expects to let the 
water into the extension some time next summer. 

The failure of the Bardelli Brothers, paper box 
manufacturers at Springfield, has thrown about 
sixty hands out of employment. Some thirty- 
five of these have found employment with the 
American Papeterie Company. This company 
has been running night and day for some time to 
keep up with the orders, and the engaging of the 
additional hands will probably enable the com- 
pany to do away with night work.

has the general sympathy of the public. 

The Vernon Brothers have been making some 
important improvements at their Salmon Falls 
Mills. Each building has been extended eighty 
feet, requiring over 400,000 brick, which were 
hauled some ten miles. The old water-wheel 
has been replaced by a new and large one; a 
rotary steam bleacher, weighing seven and one- 
half tons, and two boilers have been put in, to- 
gether with new and improved paper 
chinery. 

The Smith Paper Company at Lee is repairing 
and improving its dam; putting in a new gate 
near the pulp mill, and making other necessary 
improvements.

for the month last ended, show a great in- 
crease in the quantities of raw material 
coming from foreign sources as compared 
with previous years, and as it turns out 
they are not the result of shipments rushed 
hither to find a market, but are arrivals on 
prior contracts.

To the Editor of the Journal: 

Prior to 1848 no attempt had been made in the 
United States to manufacture Fourdrinier wires. 
During that year a young man named Robert 
Buchanan made the first Fourdrinier wire man- 
ufactured on this side of the Atlantic. At the 
time referred to he was in the employment of a 
dealer in wire cloth in Jersey City. 

Mr. Buchanan is now engaged in the manu- 
facture of Fourdrinier wires and dandy-rolls, 
and has had an experience of forty-three years’ 
close attention to the business. His partner, 
Mr. Bolt, has had an experience of twenty years, 
and Mr. Dunbar, who has had a life-long expe- 
rience in the line of dandy-roll making, is the 
best workman in the country. His monograms 
and lettering are splendid. I notice that the 
wires made by Buchanan, Bolt & Co., of Hol- 
yoke, will run on my machine two weeks longer 
than any others that we have tried. They are 
heavy and always run true on the machine, and 
the edge wires never break loose.

“Grinding Press Rolls.” 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

“H. L. K.” contributes a valuable process for 
grinding press rolls, and one that reason teaches 
must prove a great success, so far as making a 
fit of the rolls is concerned; but his process 
will not make the rolls perfectly round. No 
machinery short of ‘‘Poole’s Patent Roll Grin- 
der” will do that. Still, it will do the next best 
thing, and being a cheap process it must com- 
mend itself to every mill owner. The publicity 
of his process is a valuable contribution to the 
paper industry, and I have nowin my leased 
mill a brace of patients awaiting his treatment. 
As he has been generous enough to give his 
valuable process to the trade, I too will give 
mine, and thus the mill owners who have plenty 
of rolls blotched over with concave areas, like 
leopard spots, can use whichever process they 
may deem the most practicable. Before my 
mill was burned I used for grinding rolls gears 
of unequal diameter, but the same pitch of cogs. 
These were placed on the ends of the rolls and 
fastened by set screws. The machine was then put 
in motion and the larger gear on the bottom roll 
drove the second roll faster than its proportion 
of diameter and thus produced a uniform sliding 
of its surface on the bottom roll and the same on 
the top roll when grinding calenders. Placinga 
trough beneath the bottom roll I applied oil and 
coarse emery. The grinding was rapid and in a 
few hours the convex areas were well worn 
down to meet the concave depressions. I then 
used the finest of emery to polish the surface. 
As fast as the oil and emery dripped into the 
trough it was spooned back to the rolls witha 
fresh supply of the cutting material. This isa 
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cheap and simple process and the oftener applied 
| the less expense for felts and the more perfect 
will be the calendering. 

Thus we see how it often happens that two 
great reasoning brains alike unknown to each 
other, and at wide intervals, are apt to grapple 
with some important public interest worthy of 
the attention of cultured minds and skilled fin- 
gers at one and the same time! 

Once more! If ‘‘ Young Paper-Maker” will 
use a roll cloth on his ‘‘hard maple” roll, he will 
be much older before he dispenses with them or 
asks to know how to prevent paper from stick- 
ing to the press roll. 

If any one has an uncomfortable hot boiler 
room let him put in a cheap blower and drive 
the heated air through a box tube to some 
remote and cold part of his mill, and he will find 
it a success. If a branch tube is carried to the 
steam cupola over the driers it will greatly 
facilitate the escape of the steam and prevent 
the wetting of the belts. J. M. SCRIBNER.

James Blake had his thumb taken off by a 
paper cutter at the Crocker Mill, Holyoke, on 
Friday. A girl started the machine while Blake 
was changing it. 

P. E. Hall, of Lee, an employee of E. D. 
Jones, while at work on the new paper mill 
being built at Middlefield, Mass., slipped from 
the roof to the ground, a distance of ten feet, 
and broke his leg above the ankle. 


Anaccident resulting in the loss of one human 
life, occurred at the Augustine paper mills, on 
the Brandywine, one and a-half miles from 
Wilmington, Del., about 4:45 Pp. mM. on Friday, 
December 5. The employees were being paid 
off, and one of them, Hugh McCairn, had 
just received his money and passed out 
through the machine room into the engine 
room. Being near sighted, he walked up against 
the shoe through which the large belt for con- 
veying power to the calenders runs. The cover 
of the shoe had been removed for some purpose, 
and he struck the side of the shoe and fell over 
upon the belt, which was running at a high rate 
of speed. He was dashed at once down to the 
cellar end of the shae, striking his head against 
some of the woodwork and fracturing his skull. 
The engine was stopped, and he was picked up. 
He lived about an hour, though he made no 
effort to speak, and showed no signs of intelli- 
gent consciousness. McCairn was about forty- 
six years old, a native of Ireland, and had 
worked for the Jessup & Moore Company off 
and on for some twelve years past, though he 
had only been steadily employed there for about 
six months,

The Berkshire Paper Cémpany, of Mill River, 
Mass., is running off about three tons of print 
per day. It pays $15 for straw, when only a 
short time ago it paid $5 and 36. 

The Vernon Brothers’ mills at Salmon Falls, 
Mass., have been extended eighty feet, and the 
capacity nearly doubled by the addition of a 
new water-wheel, a rotary steam bleacher, two 
large engines, and other machinery. 

The Wauregan Paper Company, Holyoke, is 
building a 25-feet addition to its new paper mill 
for a rag-room and other purposes. 

Vernon Brothers will probably rebuild their 
burned mill at Northampton, Mass., if the town 
will give the right of way to the railroad for a 
side track to the mill and limit the taxes on the 
property for a period of years.

The Loyahanna Paper Mill at Latrobe, Pa., is 
being rebuilt. 

A 600-lb, engine, a new pulp machine, and a 
61-inch Leffel turbine have been added to the 
plant at the Taggart & Davis Mill, Watertown, 
a WESTERN STATES.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money market 
worked smoothly throughout the week, and the 
rates for call loans on pledge of railway and 
miscellaneous securities ranged from 4 to 7 per 
cent., with the closing transactions at 5 per cent. 
The ruling rate to the Government bond dealers 
remains at 4 per cent. The supply of capital 
seeking employment was quite ample to meet 
the demand, which, however, was lighter than 
for some time past, owing to the largely reduced 
volume of business on the Stock Exchange. 
Discounts were easier, and prime names were 
quoted at 5@6 per cent., with a good demand. 
The rates for 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills re- 
ceivable, 54¢@6 per cent., four months’ accept- 
ances about the same, good single names four to 
six months, 6@7 per cent., double name 60-day 
and four months’ paper, 54¢@6 per cent., and 
first class single name, 6@7 per cent. Govern- 
ment bonds at the close were firm, and prices 
were well maintained. The announcement that 
the Treasury would purchase $1,000,000 6’s of 
1880 for the sinking fund, and the advices from 
Washington to the effect that it is considered 
doubtful whether Congress will authorize any 
further sales of 4 per cents., imparted a stronger 
tone to the market, and prices advanced @'¢ 
per cent., the latter in both registered and cou- 
pon 4’s, Some large purchases of these bonds 
were made toward the close. In railroad mort- 
gages the dealings were characterized by a 
strong tone, and, in the main, a higher range of 
prices prevailed, and a large and well-distributed 
business was reported. The stock market, early 
in the week, was irregular and unsettled, but at 
the close it showed some decrease in the volume 
of business, but the dealings were characterized 
by a rather buoyant tone, and in the general list 
a higher range of prices was recorded. The 
Sterling Exchange market most of the week 
was strong on a good inquiry for all classes of 
bills, but, at the close, the market became weak 
and rates were reduced. Rates were merely 
nominal and large concessions made on actual 
transactions. There are but few buyers, and 
the sharp break in the price of cotton insures in- 
creased exports of the staple, with a free sup- 
ply of bills at rates at which bankers may feel 
disposed to purchase.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Alth ough the present 
volume of trade is of a highly satisfactory 
character, and very much larger than usual for 
the month of December, there has been a notice- 
able falling off during the past week, and dealers 
report a more quiet demand from the wholesale 
buyers. But this lull is no unusual occurrence 
on the near approach of the time for the annual 
settlements, with which business men are now, 
generally, more or less occupied, largely to the 
exclusion of making new transactions. While 
there is somewhat less activity among the 
dealers, the mills have all they can do—running 
to their full capacity for some time to come— 
to fill old orders. There is now no complaint 
from any quarter as to the want of water, as 
any deficiency which may have existed has been 
fully met by copious rains within the past 
week, and those mills which have heretofore 
suffered in this respect are not slow to take 
advantage of this favorable feature. Prices 
continue very strong, and many large and 
shrewd buyers are offering orders for supplies 
six months abead, which manufacturers in most 
cases refuse to accept for so long a period in ad- 
vance, except at what may be regarded now as 
very full figures. The prospect at present is that 
paper must rule within the next few months at 
very much higher prices. One of the predictions, 
to show the drift of opinion on this subject, 
made by an old manufacturer is that Straw News 
will bring 9c. inside of sixty days, and other 
grades in proportion. This opinion is based on 
the higher cost of rags and other raw ma- 
terial, and a larger demand. Some of 
our city houses continue to fill Western 
orders, relatively lower prices giving them the 
advantage. In Fine Writings the demand, which 
is only moderate, has not improved, but prices 
rule steady and firm. We hear of some recent 
export business which was done at old figures, 
the parties being determined to foster this trade. 
Book Papers show no new feature, the cheaper 
and medium qualities continuing firm and in 
good demand, while the higher qualities 
are somewhat easier and receive less atten-

tion. News is in excellent ‘sequent, with 
very firm prices asked for all grades. In 
fact, a first-class quality of all-rag News 
commands almost as high a price as a low grade 
of Book Paper. While the month of December 
is proverbially a dull month in all qualities of 
Manillas, except thin papers, trade so far this 
month has been very active in all qualities, and 
prices rule very strong, with quite a scarcity in 
the market. The export business in Straw 
Wrapping, particularly to the West Indies, has 
been very good and is improving, ‘while the 
local trade is also very fair, with prices well 
sustained. The call for Binders’ Boards remains 
about the same, with prices steady. The manu- 
facturers of Straw Boards met in this city on 
Wednesday, and unanimously agreed to advance 
the price of Steam-Dried qualities all around $10 
per ton. This action will also effect Air-Dried, 
in bringing about stronger prices. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The immense trading of the 
past six weeks has of course been followed by a 
lull, and buyers are now holding off with a view 
of forcing prices down, but thus far without 
much success, as holders are quietly withdraw- 
ing their stocks from the market, and waiting 
until a fresh demand sets in. We, therefore, 
quote the market nominal as before, with only 
a very limited amount of business doing, within 
the range of 3@3%<c. as to quality, say 3@3}<c. 
for paper quality. 

WOOD PULP.—Under the continued influ- 
ence of the high price of rags and the active de- 
mand, the manufacturers of Wood Pulp are not 
able to supply the great call made upon them 
for this class of stock; consequently most of 
them are considerably behind with their orders. 
The combination is not taking new orders for 
stock made under the Voelter process at less than 
3i¢c., and outside parties are getting within c. 
for their Pulp. If the demand continues as it 
has ruled lately, higher prices than these even 
may be anticipated. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
In general keeping with the usual quiet con- 
dition of business near the turn of the year, 
when manufacturers are taking account of 
stock and preparing for their annual settle- 
ments, to the exclusion of making new transac- 
tions, this market has been dull during the past 
week, and the purchases were almost entirely 
confined to those of immediate necessity. No 
general demand need be anticipated until the 
large deliveries which have been going on for 
some weeks past are accomplished and the 
stock enters into consumption. In the meantime 
the mills are said to be pretty well supplied, and 
the effect of the present strong prices will not be 
felt to any great extent until more stock is 
wanted, and we may expect to see a moderately 
quiet market until about the middle of January. 
As regards present prices there are no apparent 
signs of a weakening; on the contrary, the most 
recent advices from England indicate 6d. higher 
prices within a week, with dealers there excited 
and very shy and stiff, and supplies coming in 
very slowly. Cable offers from this side at ex- 
treme figures in many instances have been re- 
fused. Quotations in Europe at present are re- 
garded as merely nominal for all classes of stock. 
Among the reported sales here were 20 tons No. 
1 P. C. Cottons at 51¢@5%c.; 20 tons P. P. Lin- 
ens at 5i¢c.; 50 tons foreign Colored Cottons at 
216 @2) oe.; 80 tons Country Outshots at 4%@ 
4%c.; 40 tons regular do. at 4¢c.; 25 tons 8. P. 
F. F. No. 1 White Linens, 5<c., four months’ 
time; 25 tons L. F. B. Blue Linens at 4c., do.; 
20 tons 8S. P. F. fine White Linens at 4°%c., do.; 
50 tons Folded News at 2'¢c., 60 days; 15 tons 
London Seconds at 3%c., time; 50 tons extra do. 
at 3%¢c., four months; 100 tons extra Outshots 
at 45%c., do., and 10 tons Cream Post Shavings 
at4%c.. The arrivals for the week foot up 5,343 
bales Rags, 2,889 bales Paper Stock, and 388 
bales of Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The demand generally 
has been lighter during the week just passed, 
due largely to the closing of the year, and prices 
for the higher grades of cotton have weakened 
from K@\e. No. 1 City Whites have sold at 
5%@5ic., and are held at 6c., with moderate 
offerings at the inside figure. New England 
No. 1 Whites, which usually command about 
1c. more than New York City Whites, are now 
offered relatively lower than our packing. Al|- 
though good cottons are scarce, many good 
judges of values express the opinion that there 
is no real cause for No. 1 City Whites bringing 
at present over 5!¢c. No. 2 City Whitesare also 
less firm this week, and there are no sales re- 
ported above 3%c., with dealers asking 4c. The 
demand for this quality is such that it is thought 
by many it must command fully c. above 
present price before the close of January. City 
Seconds and other medium and low grades re- 
main steady at about last week’s quotations. 
We note sales of 60 bales No. 1 City Whites at 
5i<c.; 50 bales No. 2do. at 3{c., and 95 bales 
City Seconds at 2'¢c. 


BAGGING, &c. — Corresponding with the 
quiet and weaker feeling displayed in Jite 
Butts, there is also a dull but steady market for 
Bagging. Prices have undergone no further de- 
cline since the }¢c. was reported last week. This 
lull in the market, it is believed, will only be 
temporary, and with light supplies dealers look 
for a better demand and previous prices in the 
course of a few weeks. Manilla Rope is steady 
and in fair demand at the late advance, with 
some dealers asking 4c. Among the sales were 
40 tons Manilla Rope at 3%@3%c., 10 tons do. 
at 3%@3%c., 20 tons Domestic do., 30 days, at 
3ic.; 50 tons No, 1 Gunny Bagging at ?3(c., 20 
tons do. Mill Bagging at 2%c., 50 tons No. 2 
Mixed at 1 15-l6c., and 20 tons Jute Threads at 
8@3}<e. 

OLD PAPERS.—The demand generaily is fair, 
and confined largely to Shavings and Folded 
Newspapers. Soft White Shavings No. 1 are 
held at 45¢@4}¢c.; Hard do. at 49¢@4%c. ; Mixed 
do, at 34@3¢c.; Ledgers, 3°(@3%c.; Solid 
Printed Books at 34¢4@3%c. ; Light Buok at 1%c., 
and Folded News at 2}¢@2%c., with free sales 
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and far between, and usually below the second 
price list of November for the free burning coals. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘“‘ The deal- 
ers in this vicinity and those who may be so for- 
tunately situated as to receive coal during any 
and all seasons, are alone enabled to take advan- 
tage of this unusually flat condition of the 
wholesale coal market. To what is this state of 
trade due? To the mild weather for one thing, 
but more particularly to the lack of wisdom on 
the part of some of the coal managers. They 
know by experience that the demand usually 
falls off upon the approach of the month of De- 
cember, and yet there was no provision for a re- 
duction of tonnage from the enormous figures it 
has attained to. Every one is willing to restrict 
the output now that it appears to their view to 
be necessary, butall of them appear to be afraid 
that some one else may take away their trade 
unless there is a cast iron agreement not to do 
certain things. The Cumberland interests are 
doing a fair business, but there is great uncer- 
tainty as to the actual rates obtained for coal. 
Consumers and retail dealers are not buying at 
present, as their stocks are fair, and the con- 
dition of the market does not offer any induce- 
ment thereto. The wholesale men have them- 
selves to blame in great part for this, as they are 
sending their drummers out canvassing for or- 
ders. There is a falling off in the rates of 
freight from here to Sound ports, and 65 cents 
per ton is the extreme quotation to New 
Haven.” Quotations of Lehigh Coal at New 
York shipping points are: Lump, $4; Broken, 
$3.60; Egg, $3.60; Stove, $4, and Chestnut, $3.75.
